Abbott

$61 billion plan 
includes flood 
prevention, 
new reservoirs

Gov. Greg Abbott carried 
his whopping $61 billion 
plan to Capitol Hill Tues- 
day, pushing for additional 
federal funding to rebuild 
Houston and the Texas 
coast after Hurricane Har- 
vey. 

Among the projects he 
hopes to build are three 
“coastal spines” to control 
flooding, new reservoirs 
and buyouts of thousands 
of properties. 

“Were hoping a huge 
part of this will be funded,” 
Abbott said after his Capi- 
tol meeting with top gov- 
ernment officials and Texas 
congressional delegation 
members. 

Abbott expects Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s 
administration to come 
through in the next round 
of federal funding next 
month, though not all at 
once. 

“We're asking for a large 
amount of money, but we’ve 
included in our ask exten- 
sive damages in our entire 
region,” he said. 

About 60 percent of the 
funding would go to “fu- 
ture proof” flood-prone 
areas and 33 percent would 
pay for buy-outs and elevat- 
ing buildings in low-lying 
regions stretching rough- 
ly from Rockport to the 
Beaumont area and parts 
of Southeast Texas where 
Harvey hit hardest.

Driver in New York kills 8 in ‘cowardly act of terror’ 


After plowing pickup down bike path, 
suspect waving guns is shot by police

NEW YORK — A driv- 
er plowed a pickup truck 
down a crowded bike path 
along the Hudson River in 
Manhattan on Tuesday, 
killing eight people and in- 
juring 11 before being shot 
by a police officer in what 
officials are calling the 
deadliest terrorist attack 
in New York City since 
Sept. 11. 

The rampage ended 
when the motorist — 
whom the police identified 
as Sayfullo Saipov, 29 —

smashed into a school bus, 
jumped out of his truck 
and ran up and down the

Saipov came to the Unit- 
ed States from Uzbekistan 
in 2010, and had a green 
card that allowed perma- 
nent legal residence.
